Claims 1-2, 5, 8-9, 12-13, 18-19, 24, and 27-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 1-2, 5, 8-9, 12-13, 18- 
19, 24, and 27-29 are allowed over the prior art of record, including closest US Patents to Knight 
et al (US 6243350), Okubo (US 2003/01 18936), Ichimura et al (US 6600714) and Yamada et al 
(US 5024927), because the prior art of record, considered individually or in combination, fails to 
disclose or fairly teach an optical recording system and method as claimed in claims 1 and 3 
including the structure of a recording medium wherein said silicon oxide laver is formed directly 
on said substrate, said silicon layer is formed directly on said silicon oxide laver, and said 
protective layer is formed directly on said silicon layer, and wherein both said silicon laver and 
said protective layer have a refractive index larger than a numerical aperture of said objective 
lens when irradiated with a light wavelength of substantially 400 nm in combination with the 
other limitations of the claim.
